He is John Edgar Hoover, direc-

dent’s military commission. 

His colleagues say that Mr. Hoover 

knows more about subversive activ- 
ities in the United States than any 
man in the country. Since the out- 
break of the war in Europe. Mr. 
Hoover has devoted much of his 
time to problems of internal security, 
and has held regular conferences 
with representatives of the Anny 
| ana Navy Intelligence services. 
Through these conferences infor- 
' metion about foreign espionage has 
‘been exchanged, and plana formu- 
lated for a cooperative campaign to 
uncover espionage, and ferret out 
foreign agents.

When Mr. Hooyer entered the 
Justice Department, hia ambition 
was to become a Government attor- 
ney, and possibly to open a law 
office of his own later. His first 
assignment was to the newly formed 
War Division. This was a few 
months after the entrance of the 
United States into the First World 
War. The new unit co-operated 
with the Army and Navy intelli- 
gence services in prepering evidence 
for deportation of suspected and 
declared anarchists. 


Mr. Hoover spon won recognition 
as thé department's best infonned 
man on deportation cases. His work 
attracted the aitention of Attorney 
General T. W. Gregory, and he was 
promoted to special assistant to the 
Attomey General. 

«The Bureau of Investigation, at

Hoover became 
interes th its operations and. in 
August, 1919, Mr. Gregory’ asked 
him to set up in the bureau a gen- 
eral Intelegence division. 

Prom then on, investigative’ work 
became Mr. Hoover's ehief interest.

In the years immediately follow- 
ing, Mr. Hoover and his G-men were 
often in the national spotlight in the 
war against crime. He himself led 
his men in several raids sgainst 
notorious gangsters. 

Under his leadership, the PBI not 
only engaged in a miccesaful war 
against crime, but law enforcement 
was placed on a professionalixed, 
scientific basis. Oldtimers laughed 
when Mr. Hoover dectded to recruit 
his new agents from the ranks af 
college graduates and thoss with 
similar educational training. The 
policy proved a wise one, however, 
for the FBI today, because so many 
of its agents are lawyers, knows 
how to gather the evidence that will 
obiain convictions. Of the casas 
presented to the courts by the FBI 
last year, more than 97 per gent 
resulted in convictions.
